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CAPTURE HORSE THIEVES 

Three Chicago Men Taken in Raid on 12lh 
Street for Thefts of Lake Co. Horses 

The arrest in Chicago Tuesday of 
three men, Manuel Casino, Frances 
Todoro and Thomas Torres, by Detec- 
tives Connors aud O'Malley of Central 
Station, will, it is believed, result in 
the extinction of a gang of horse- 
thieves which has been pestering Lake 
and Cook county farming districts for 
some time past The fact that four 
stolen horses were recovered in a barn 
on 12th street near the Illinois Central 
depot and that the three men went there 
at 11 o'clock to feed the animals, caused 
the officers to feel they had solved the 
mysterious horse stealing which has 
perplexed the North Shore for months. 

The three men were taken to High- 
land Park Tuesday evening where Jus- 
tice Frederick Denman held them in 
$1,000 bonds to the grand jury and they 
are in the Lake county jail. They 
Dleaded innocent, saying they purchased 
the horses. 

These horses were recovered in the 
tarn owned by a man named Jack 
Mathews: 

Two horses of Mrs. James Ginty of 
Highland Park. 

One horse belonging to a Waukegan 
merchant named Haywood, 

Two horses owned by a Chicago 
Heights rrian. 

One horse, owner's name not yet de- 
termined. 

The Highland Park thefts occurred on 
September 1st and 2nd. The two Ginty 
horses were taken from the pasture in 
the night and the Haywood horse was 
taken in the same way. The Chicago 
Heights theft occurred on the 28th. 

The tip to the Chicago detectives was 
given by Matthews, who grew suspicious 
of the men's actions after they had 
rented his barn in the alley on 12th 
street

Shurtleff and Vickers Win on the Republican Ticket 

and Burns on the Democratic Ticket for Rep= 

resentative in the General Assembly 



A long drawn out .political battle 
which has been one of the hottest ever, 
waged in Lake County was brought to 
a close Thursday when the primary 
election ballot was cast Intense in- 
terest was manifested throughout the 
whole campaign but the climax was 
reached on Thursday when every effort 
was put forth by the leaders of the 
various precincts to secure the election 
of their respective candidates. In Anti- 
'och township the political pot was boil- 
ing with a force second to none in the 
County. The total number of votes 
cast were 371, 189 in the first precinct 
and 182 in the second. 

Only one candidate from this place 
entered the race, John Hodge for the 
office of county superintendent of 
Bchools, and the loyal support that ho 
received at the polls shows the degree 
to which this township worked for its 
representative. In the first precinct 
he received 126 to his opponent's 45 
while inthesecond precinct the count 
was 104 to 52, the total standing at 230 
to 97, leaving a majority of 133 for 
Hodge in the Antioch township. 

The remainder of the vote cast is as 
follows: For state treasurer, Edward 
E. Mitchell won against James W. 
Templeton with a majority of 18 in the 
first precinct and 23 in the second. 

For superintendent of public instruc- 
tion Francis G. Blair, had no opposition 
and received 92 in the first and 93 in the 
second precinct 

For representative in congress in ; the 
first : precinct George Edmund Foss re- 
ceived 69, Frederick C. DeLang 13 and 
George P. Engelhard 92. In the second 
precinct Foss received 66, DeLang 14 
and Engelhard 80, the totals amounting 
to a plurality of- 37 for Engelhard. 

For state central committeeman 
Paullin won out by a total of 81 to Kel- 
aey 79 and Fergus 60. 

For representative in general assembly 
in the first precinct Shurtleff received 
71, Stearns 146, Heydecker 210ft, Jack- 



son 96ft and Vickers 14 J. In the second 
ShurtlefF received 95, Stearns 64, Hey- 
decker 125, Jackson 188 and Vickers 20. 

For senatorial committeeman Fred 
Schaefer had no opposition and received 
81 in the first precinct and 92 in* the 
second. 

Perry L. Persons for county judge 
was also without opposition and secured 
113 in the first precinct and 116 in the 
second. 

For town clerk Lew A. Hendee re- 
ceived 72, Lamey 26 and Ferry 75 in the 
first precinct In the second* precinct 
Hendee received 47, Lamey 28, and 
Ferry 83, Ferry winning out with a 
plurality of 39. 

For Sheriff Elmer Green received 144, 
George Powell 25 in the first precinct 
and in the second precinct Green re- 
ceived 137 and Powell 24, Green scoring 
a majority of 232. 

For county treasurer Price received 
27, Quentin 47 and Westerfield 89 in the 
first precinct and in the second it stood 
Price 31, Quentin 37 and Westerfield 86, 
the latter winning out by a plurality of 
91. 

Some little strife existed for the 
office of precinct committeeman in both 
precincts. In the first, George B. Bart- 
lett and Albert N. Tiffany were the 
contestants for the honor the latter win- 
ning by a majority of 55, the vote stand- 
ing Bartlett 33, Tiffany 88. In the 
second precinct Roy Pierce run against 
John A. Thain the vote standing 65 to 
21, Thain winning by a majority of 44. 



ShurtlefTs vote in Antioch township 
was 167 while two years ago he polled 
92. His vote in Lake County two years 
ago was 1204 while this year he received 
1417.

English contingent is studying letters. 
Most of the foreign students go to 
Paris.— London Qlobe.

The trade of the United States with 
its non-contiguous territories for the 
fiscal year just ended aggregated 
$190,000,000, according to statistics ol 
the department of commerce and la- 
bor. The department contrasts this 
with the record of 1897, when this 
trade aggregated only $35,000,000. 

Statistics show that for 11 months 
of the last fiscal year the shipments 
from the United States to Porto Rico, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Guam, Mid- 
way, Tutuila and Alaska amounted to 
$75,000,000 and the shipments there- 
from to the United States, $96,066,000. 
This trade, both exports and imports, 
was larger than that of the preced- 
ing year. The largest percentage of 
gain was In the Philippines, to 
which the recent tariff set extended 
the privilege of interchange of mer- 
chandise free of duty.

Heat May Bo Prevented— Clean. Stable. 
Feed and Air Essential. -

"When during the hot weather the 
hard worked horse Buddenly stops 
sweating, lags, weakens, pants and 
has hot dry skin and extromely red- 
dened mombranos of tho eyes, nose 
and mouth he is suffering from heat 
exhaustion and by using the ther- 
mometer it would bo found that bis 
temperature is over 10G ' degrees. 

Unless a horse in this condition Is 
immediately rested, put in a cool, 
shady, breezy place and there cooled 
off he will bo likely to fall and die of 
heat apoplexy or "sun stroke." 

It therefore Is well to know and look 



Buffers fearfully from the direct rays 
of the Bun. Also shade tho polls of 
horses at work and In such a way that 
air can pass under the shading hat 
or other cover. 

"When a horBO shows symptoms of 
heat* exhaustion stop work, stand ' him 
under a tree where there Is a breeze, 
shower his body with cold water from 
a sprinkling can, keep cold wet packs 
to tho poll of his head and give him 
large, frequent doBes of stimulants 
Buch as whisky in strong cold coffee. 

Do not bleed, him or give him aco- 
nite' or other poisonous drugs. Re- 
peat the doso of stimulant every half

and then bo able to treat them intell! • 
gently. In tho first placo It Is Impor- 
tant to remember that heat exhaustion 
may bo largely prevented:

Feeding tho best of foods in ado-- 
quote* but not extreme quantities. 

Making no sudden changes of food. 

Allowing plenty of cool, pure drink- 
ing water. • 

Permitting ample tlmo for rest at 
noon. 

Removing tho harness during such 
rest periods. 

Not overworking any horse and al- 
ways changing frequently the middle 
horso of a threo horse team, as ho 



houi* at first and every hour or two 
as he gains strength and tho fever 
abates. 

A good stimulant is prepared by 
mixing together one part of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia and two parts each 
of alcohol and sweet spirits of nitre. 
Of this give two ounces In a pint of 
water or cold coffee as one dose. 

If he is bloated glvo four ounces of 
hyposulphite of soda dissolved in 
water and inject soapy cold water and 
glycerine into the rectum once an 
hour until relieved. In case of Bun 
stroko call In tho graduate veterinar- 
ian ns soon as possible.

Increuolsflr Cold 



Over three centuries ftgo, ot tho 
time of tho Spanish conquest, thoro 
was not to bo found In tho new 
world, bo it has been practically 
proved, a single animal that answorod 
to the description of tho horse. 
Horses, Indeed, which tho Spanish' 
brought with them, w ero objects at 
first of great terror to tho natives, 
who took them to bo four-legged su- 
pernatural ' beings come purposely to 
aid the conquerors. Yet recent re- 
search by tho Whitney mission has es- 
tablished boyond doubt that long be- 
fore Columbus tho '"'Americas wero 
overrun by^ horses from the moun- 
tains of Alaska to tho plains of Pata- 
gonia, says Harper's Weekly. 

In 1820 the chance discovery- in Now

Again, what brought about thiB exodus 
may possibly havo been a species of 
the present-day Columbian vampire 
bat, which sucks 'the life blood of 1U 
victims, and in tho districts It Infests 
prevents tho horse being used - as a 
beast of burdon.

Milwaukee.—- Twenty-nine lives wore 
lost in Lake. Michigan when, the Pore 
Marquette's car ferry, No. 18, sank 
from unknown cause twenty miles off 
Sheboygan, Wis., Friday. 
" It is declared' one of the worst ma- 
rlno .disasters In the history of Lake 
Michigan navigation. The boat was 
valued at $400,000, and' tho cargo, 
which Included thirty-two loaded cars, 
estimated to ho worth ?1G6,000. 
' At the sacrifice of two : "of her own 
Beamon, and after terriblo hours of 
Btrugglo tho stool car ferry Pero Mar- 
quette No. 17, which went to tho as- 
sistance of No. 18, reached this port 
with three dead, and twonty-nlne sur- 
vivors of tho crow of her ulster ship. 

Twelve of tho rescued wero in one 
of the ship's boats, tho remainder 
"were clinging to tho wreckage or 
floating about buffeted by the debris. 

The catastrophe occurred approxi- 
mately thirty miles, off from Port 
Washington. No. 17, bound from Mil- 
waukee for Ludlngton, reached tho 
wreck Just as tho No. 18 sunk out of 
sight. Several miles away . a lone 
hoat was floundering In tho surge and 
swell of. the waves, and on all sldbs 
wero the shrieks and screams of the 
poor, wretches 7 soaked through . and 
through with tho almost Ice-cold water, 
and gripped by tho strong winds. 
Only a few had tlmo to dress. 

Tho Pero Marquette No. 20, out 
from Ludlngton bound for Mllwaukeo 
• and manned by a crow most of whom 
como from the samo city as those on 
tho sunken vessel, was tho third craft 
to reach there. Just prior to Its ar- 
rival tho fishing tug Tealer, out from

As the words "not guilty" fell from 
the clerk's lips a cheer went tip. 
Scones of confusion followed. It was 
with- difficulty that tho bailiffs, re- 
strained tho crowd. .It was then that 
Browno Jumped from his chair, 
seized . Attorney Erbsteln around tho 
neck and they embraced each other. 
A moment later Browno was torn 
from his counsel by his friends. They 
pushed him around the "room in : al- 
most a frenzy to offer their congratu- 
lations. Browno then trlod' to reach 
tho i jury, box to thank tho Jurors.

COL I. L ELLWOOD IS DEAD 



Richest Man in Illinois Succumbs to 

Illness of Paralytic Nature of 

Two Months' Duration.

Chicago.— Coy. Isaac L. Ellwood, 

ono of tho most prominent figures in 
the life of Illinois since tho 
early '70s and the richest man In Illi- 
nois, died Sunday night at his resi- 
dence in Do Knlb, 111., after an illness 
of moro than two months. 

Since the death of his wife nine 
weeks ago Colonel Ellwood had been 
sinking rapidly and physicians at no 
time have oven hoped for^bis recov 
ery, Tho lllnesB from which: ho was 
suffering was of. a paralytic naturo 
and attacked him a fow- days after 
tho funeral of, Mrs. Ellwood.

Jersey City, N. J.— By tho fall of 
hundreds of tons of Palisade rock 
through tho broken roof of tho old 
Erie railroad trunnels ten workmen 
wero crushed to death Sunday and 
nine others wero seriously Injured, 
five of them nrobably fatally. 

The dead -and Injured formed part 
of a gang of twenty-eight hard rock 
men who were removing tho moun- 
tain of stone above the tunnels to 
transform them Into open "cuts" as 
was , recently completed on other 
tracks adjacent. Somebody either 
blundered In blasting which wenkened 
tho brick roof of the tubes, or there 
was an unsuspected fault In the rock. 
I Tho Erio tunnels wero driven 
through the solid rock of tho Palisades 
about fifty-three ycar3 ago nnd round- 
ed with five courses of heavy brick, 
mortared. Two months ago. after 
three years' hard work, the Millard 
Construction company completed the 
opening of th« passenger tunnels 
now known as tho Bergen cut. Tho 
Erio company Itself concluded to open 
tho freight tracks on Its own account 
and -placed its own engineers and 
workmen In charge. 

West of the Hudson boulevard via- 
duct thero was a mass of rock to cut 
away about 110 feet deep down to the 
brick walls of the tunnels and about 
125 foot long. Working in three shifts 
of eight hours each, the gangs Lad 
cut down to the tunnels for a dis- 
tance of moro than GO feet and they 
had removed all the upper work to 
within 30 feet of tho brick below. 

Twenty-eight men were employed In 
cleaning up the debris left by the drill* 
ing nnd blasting when there came 
first a crashing report, then a. sway- 
ing and tossing of a soil! rock, a 
thunderous report like a park of ar- 
tillery and after that thero was a 
churning and tossing of men as first 
tho center cank and pleco by piece 
great chunks of rock, some weighing 
tone, fell from the sides, grinding and 
crushing as they struck. 



Chicago. — Forty-four thousand Illi- 
nois coal miners will resume work at 
onco after an Idleness of moro thaa 
five months as a result of an agree- 
ment reached between the officials of 
the mine workers and tho Illinois Coal 
Operators' association. 

Practically every demand of tho men 
has been granted. A contract oxend- 
iii£T up to April 1, 1912, was signed. 

Tlie average Increase to the miners 
In wages will amount to eight cents 
per ton, or an aggregate of $4,000,000 
annually. The installation of safety 
appliances and general betterments 
which the onerators ngree to give the 
men will increase the cost of putting 
coal on the market nearly 12 cents 
per ton. 

Of the 72,000 miners who quit work 
April 1, more than 28,000 already have 
signed up and assume work. The bal- 
ance will begin active work so soon as 
the mines can be pumped out and put 
Into condition for operation. • It Is 
thought that by tho middle of next 
week evory mine In the state will be In 
lull operation. Sevsral are in condi- 
tion to start mining at once. 

It io estimated that the strike has 
caused a shortage of at least 20,000,- 
000 tons; a loss in wages amounting 
to $15,000,000. and a net loss to the 
operators of nearly $10,000,000.

Democrats Make Clean 
Sweep In Arizona. 

Augusta, Me.— The Democrats of 
Malno are wild with-, delight for they 
on Monday elected their candidate for 
governor. Col. Frederick W. PlaiBted, 
mayor of this city, and perhaps four 
congressmen and quite likely also a 
majority of tho legislature. 

Plaisted's majority over his Repub- 
lican, opponent, the present governor, 
Bert M. Fernald, will probably reach 
fi,000, though it will' be several days 
before the vote of many remote rural 
communities Is received. The Fourth 
Congressional district, which includes 
numerous polling places of this sort, 
Is thought to have gone Republican.

Chicago, Sept. 13. — Ten men, five ol 
them presidents of the most extensive 
packing companies in the world and 
all of them directors of the National 
Packing company, which has been 
the special object of recent govern- 
mental investigation, were Indicted by 
the federal grand jury on a charge of 
having violated the Sherman anti-trusl 
act. 

Three indictments, the first one con- 
taining five counts and the others one 
each, were returned before Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis, who empaneled 
the grand jury two months ago. 

The men Indicted are: 
yJ. Ogden Armour, president of Ar- 
mour & Co. 

Louis F. Swift, president of Swift 
& Co. 

Edward A. Tllden,' president of the 
National Packing company and of the 
firm o.' Libby, McNeil &. Libby. 

Francis A. Fowler, head of Fowlei 
Bros. 

Edward F. Swift, vice-president oi 
Swift &, Co. 

Charles A. Swift, director of Swift 
& Co. I 

Arthur Meeker, general manager 
for Armour & Co. 

Thomas J. Conners, superintendent 
of Armour & Co. 

LouIb H. Heyman, manager of Mor- 
ris & Co. 

The maximum penalty for each vio- 
lation of the Sherman act is a fine of 
-$5,000 or imprisonment for ono year, 
or both. 

The indictments charge that all of 
tho defendants have engaged In a com- 
bination in restraint of interstate 
trade In fresh moats, that they have 
engaged in a conspiracy In restraint of 
trade and that they have monopolized 
tho trade In fresh meats by unlawful 
means. 

The indictments cover 125^ pages of 
typewritten matter. They go into 
every angle of the packing Industry 
In this country and contain the allega- 
tion that 85 per cent, of the fresh 
meat consumed In the eastern, west- 
ern and middle southern states comes 
directly from tho companies controlled 
by the defendants. Tho proportion of 
each concern in this trade Is given as 
ff*llows: Swift group of houses, 47 por 
cent.; Armour, group, 40 per cent.; 
Morris j;roup, 13 per cent. 

No bench warrants were asked and 
Immediately after the grand jury, had 
handed in the Indictments it ad- 
journed for the day. It is expected 
that tho Indicted men will appear In 
court and give bond, but if not,- war- 
rants for their arrest will be given to 
the United States marshal. The 
amount of their bond has not been 
fixed, but It will -probably be -about 
$i6,60'0;

INCB tho excavation in Crete, which 
changed the Minoan myths into h s- 
torical fact and revealed tho exis- 
tence of a great island empire that 
existed in tho Aegean long before 
Greek civilization began, there havo 
been few discoveries of greater in- 
terest and importance than thoso 
which havo recently been made by 
Professor Garstang at Meroo. in the Sudan. 

Professor Sayce in 1909 located the site of to 
city of Meroe on the cast bank of the Nile, be- 
twebn the Fifth and Sixth Cataracts and the ex- 
cavatlons carried on by Professor Garstang at 
the end of 1909 enabled tho details of the Ethio- 
pian capital to become known. The Temple of 
Anion, where tho Ethiopian Kings were crowned, 
was also discovered. Even ihoro interesting Is 
tho excavation of tho beautibul Sun Temple, 
which was discovered at tho edge of the knor, 
or meadow, thus confirming the account of Hero- 
dotus, who tells us that Cambyscs sent to tne 
Ethiopian King to inquire about "the Table of 
the Sun" in a meadow "in tho suburbs of the 
capital, where cooked meats were set each 
night." There is no doubt that this building is 
referred to in tho Homeric legend that Zeus 
and the other gods feasted every year for twelve 
days among the blameless Ethiopians. Many 
others buildings were also explored, and the 
Temples of the Lion and tho Kenisa were dis- 
covered. It may be noted that tho lion emblem 
was of frequent occurrence, and may probably 
have been the totem of tho district. M 
tiful objects were i.^: up by the expedlti 
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eluding forty inscriptions in the hieroglyphics 
of Meroe, two royal statues, and a great many 
vases of a new kind of pottery, objects of wood 
and glass, titles and pottery. Especially inter- 
esting was the pottery which Is almost as thin 
as biscuit china, and gives evidence of Roman 
Influence. Professor Sayce found Greek inscrip- 
tions showing how the city was destroyed at 
tho end of the fourth century A. D., by a King 
of Axum, since which event tho city was un- 
occupied. 

Ethiopia was tho nnnio given by tho Greeks 
to a country south of Egypt variously conceiv- 
ed as including only Nubia (Aethlopia Aegypti). 
or Nubia, Sonnar, Kordofan and Abyssinia, or a 
region extending Indefinitely east and west 
from the Upper Nile, but applied after tho fall 
of Meroo more particularly to Abyssinia. Tho 
name is said to havo had Its origin from the 
fact that it was alluded to x by the Greeks as a 
country of sunburned faces. 

Historically there were three distinct king- 
doms known as Ethiopia, those of Napata, Me- 
roe and Askum. There Is no definite evidence 
that either of these included at any time all 
tho territory between the southern border of 
Egypt and Bab el Mandeb. 

Already In the time of the old empire tho 
Egyptians had relations with their southern 
neighbors. From the forests of Nubia thoy ob- 
tained a large proportion of their timber, and 
the city of Abu (Elephantine) derived its namo 
from the ivory which found its way to this 
placo from the Interior of Africa. King Uncas 
(c 3290-32G0 B. C.) employed warriors belong- 
ing to six Nubian tribes in his war upon tho 
Bedouins. The early pictorial representations 
of Nubian archers do not suggest that they 
■were negroes. A regular conquest of the coun- 
try south of Syono apparently was not under- 
taken until the twelfth dynasty (c. 2522-2323). 
The most powerful Nubian people at this time 
was Kash or Kosh, tho Hebrew Cush. It Is 
probable that tho stock was originally Hamltlc, 
though In course of time it absorbed various 
fregritic tribes. Usertesen III (c. 2409-2372) 
established his frontier north of tho second 
! cataract and built for its protection two forts 
at Semneh and Kummeh on opposite sides of 
the river. Whether the Hyksos kings over held 
possession of this territory is doubtful. At any 
rate It had to bo reorganized by Aahmcs (1575- 
1553), tho founder of the eighteenth dynasty 
«id his successors. -Napata probably bad been 
-tho capital of the Independent kingdom', since 
: it was made the residence of tho viceroy, en- 
titled prince of Kosh, who governed tho new 
Egyptian province. In' the time of Rnmeses 11 
there was an unsuccessful rebellion. Planchi I, 
who seoma to have reigned In Napata since 777, 
availed himself of the Weakness of Egypt at tho 
end of the. reign of Uasarken III to make an in- 
vasion of Egypt: Ho defeated twenty petty 
rulers and forced a treaty. Shabaka, a grand- 
VBon of Planchi, united all Egypt .with Ethiopia 
'. under one crown. Napatf vvos destroyed by 
Cambyses in 521.

On a marblo throne In Adulfs, Cosmos 
Indlcopleustes found and copied In the sixth 
century an Inscription commemorating the power 
of a grent king whoso name Is not given. Ho 
Is supposed by some scholars to bo tho founder 
of the Askum Ito kingdom, but It Is moro prob- 
able that ho reigned at the end of tho third 
century A. D. King Alzana is known to have 
reigned in tho year A. D. 3fi6. In his time 
Frumentlus preached Christianity In tho coun- 
try. The political relations that had long ex- 
isted between Askum and Rome wore such as 
to favor hi3 mission. In 378 Askum was re- 
duced to, its African territory. In A. D. 525 
Elesbaas, king of Askum, with tho aid of tho 
Sabaen and Hadramautlan rulers, made an 
end to tho Hlmyarito kingdom of Dhu Nuwas, 
and Ethiopia again controlled Arabian torritory. 
Before the ond of tho century, however,* tho 
Askumltos were driven back to Africa, and 
no ver -again extended their conquests to Arabia. 
According to a Jotter addressed to a Itfng of 
Nubia in the time of tho Patriarch Philothous 
of Alexandria (9S0-1002), "preserved in tho four- 



A new kingdom 
gradually aroso In 
the Eouth after the 
fall of Napata, with 

Meroe as Its capital. Tho kings, Arura, Har- 
slot, Xastasen, who reigned, in tho fifth and 
fourth centuries, conquered considerable ter- 
ritory south of Meroe in Seunar and Kordofan, 
and possibly In Abyssinia. Whilo tho suzer- 
ainty of tho Ptolemies seems to have been rec- 
ognized for religious reasons, King Ergaraenes, 
by putting to death tho priests who had de- 
manded that ho should abdicate In tho tlmo of 
Ptolemy IV Phllopator (221-204). paved tho way 
for Independence. Ptolemy V. Eplphanes (204- 
181) was able to resist his attack upon Egypt, 
but not able to prevent his asserting of sover- 
eignty In Ethiopia. Queen Candace seems to 
have extended her power in tho north, and 
twenty-five provinces are said to havo been 
tributary to her. But her invasion of Egypt 
was successfully resisted by Caius Petronlus 
in B.i C. 24. Napata, that had been rebuilt, was 
destroyed by tho Romans. Another Queen 
Candace Is mentioned In Acts viil. But gradu- 
ally Meroe Itself fell Into ruins. To guard 
against invasion by tho Blemmyans, a people 
akin to the Bugaltac, tho modern Beja, Diocle- 
tian moved the Nobatae, negro tribes of the 
same stock as the population of Kordofan, from 
the oasis of Khargeh into the Nile valley. 

The mountain region of Abyssinia was prob- 
bably inhabited in very early times by Semites 
as well as Hamltes. Whether the original homo 
of the former was In Africa or in Arabia the 
overflow population would naturally set in the 
direction of this Alpine country. As tho native 
name- shows, tho Semitic Ethiopians were still 
In the nomadic state when thoy entered this 
territory, priding themselves on being wan- 
derers, roaming freely wherever thoy liked. 
There wore evidently successive waves of im- 
migration. .If tho Egyptian Host 1b of Semitic 
origin, as can scarcely be doubted, they wore 
apparently kinsmen of tho Yemenites In Eretria 
and on the Somali coast c. 1500 B. C. Sebaoan 
inscriptions found in Yeha, the ancient Awa, 
may be as old as tho sovonth century B. C. 

As long as tho Ptolemies domninato ISio' 
Erythrean coaBt from Adulls, Berenice and Ar- 
slnoe, a strong AbysBlnlan* kingdom could 'not 
well develop. But In the reign of Augustus, 
when tho Romans suffered serious reverses in 
Arabia, and were occupied Id Africa with 
Queen Candace, while the Areacid conquests In 
eastern Arabia forced tho Yemenite States to 
seek compensation for their losses olswtiere, 
tho Semitic oleraent In Ethiopia seems to havo 
- been reinforced, and the kingdom of Aokum 
founded. The "Porlplus marls Erythroel," prob- 
ably written by Basllos between A. D. 50 aud 
G7, refers to a king of Askum by the namo of 
Zoscales, who controlled the coast from Masso- 
wah' to Bab ol Mandob, and was, a friend of 
Greek culture. It Is possible that some or tho 
Greek coins with Greek legends that havo boon 
preserved should bo assigned to tho second

tcenth century "Life of tho Patriarchs" nnd in 
tho "Ethloplc Synnxar," a woman who reigned 
over tho BonI ol Hamuna had rocently invaded 
tho country, burned the churches and monas- 
. lories, nnd driven him from placo to placo. Ma- 
rlanus Victor e- peaks of this woman as tho foun- 
der of tho Zague dynnsty, uml as having mar- 
ried a ruler of tho province of Bugnn, a name 
afterwards corrupted into Benl ol Zague. 
Elevon king3 of tho so-called Zaguo dynasty 
relcned until 1270. 

Tho earliest monumonts of Semitic speech In 
Ethiopia are tho Inscriptions found at Yeha. 
Theso aro written In tho consonantal Sabaen 
script and lndlcato that tho writers used the 
lesna Geee, the language of Semitic Ethiopia, 
as early as the seventh century B. C. Geez 
Is today representod by two dialects, TIgro and 
Tlgral or TIgrlnn. Tho latter is spoken in 
Tigre, and tho former Is spoken in the districts 
north and northwest of Tigre, and shows great 
similarity to the old Gooz.

Red Croso Christmas Seals. . 
Arrangements for the salo of Red 
Cross Christmas Seals for 1910 have 
been, announced bj' tho National As- 
sociation for tho Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis nnd the 'Ameri- 
can Red Cross. "A Million for Tuber- 
culosis" will bo tho slogan of tho 1010 
campaign. Two features of • tho sale 
this year aro uniquo and will bring 
considerable capital to the tuberculo- 
sis fighters. The American National 
Red Cross is to issue tho stamps as in 
former years, but this organization 
will work in closo co-operation with 
the National Association for tho Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis, which 
body will share in tho proceeds of tho 
sales. Tho chargo to local associa- 
tions for the use of the national 
Btnmps has been reduced also from 20 
per cent to 12% 'per cent, "which will 
mean at least (50,000 more for tuber- 
culosis work in all parts of tho United 
States.

Few Marriages In London. 
Tho marriages of London last year 
represent tho lowest percentage of 
which there Is any. record. \ 
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"I bollevo that the typical German hausfrau 
Is a myth," said a New York woman who re- 
turned tho other day from a year's ' residence 
in Germany. 'T don't see how tho averago 
German woman finds any time to bo a-hauB- 
frau. I 3omotlmes wondered when tho Ger-. 
man woman found tlmo to do* anything at 
home. 

"I spent eight months In Berlin with my 
daughter,^ who was studying music. From 
eleven to. twelve in the morning tho cafes 
were packed with German womon, who go out 
to tako their second breakfast In tho public 
restaurants, a thing unknown In America. 

"They tako along their sowing or embroid- 
ery and sit ah hour or two over their cup of 
coffee or eIosb of boor. At tho concerts, too, 
they take their work and spend hours day 
-after day listening to tho music. You can spend 
an afternoon listening to beautiful music, a 
magnificent orchestra with fine vocal artists, 
for 1C cents. That Is an Illustration of somo 
of tho things that help to exllo Americans. 

>"At three in tho afternoon again you will 
see tho cafe crowded with German womon tak- 
-ing their afternoon toa. I think American 
women aro moro domestic than German, bo- 
caueo I never heard of American women who s 
left their homes In tbo ovoning to pass tho 



time at the club. A German friend took mo 
one evening to tbo German women's club. The 
club haB a magnificent suite of apartments, in- 
cluding auditorium, reading room, parlor, cofo 
and smoking room. 

"Whon sho took mo into tho last apanment 
It almost feazed me for a mlnuto. It was blue 
with smoke. I had never beforo seen a room 
filled with elegantly gowned, cultivated women 
all smoking. Those were tho wealthy society 
women of Berlin, titled some of them. 

"Thoy wero cosmopolitan In their dress and 
manners and did not present any striking 
points of difference from tho American women 
except In tho smoking. It" mado tho occur- 
rence of last summer, whon our immigration 
ofilclals detained a second class paBsongor, a 
woman art^ dealer, for- inquiry Into 'her sanity 
because oho smoked cigarettes, appear very 
funny in rotro3poct. 

"Tho German women's clubs, liko thoso of 
tho EngllBhwomon, aro baaed on tho samo'prln* 
clplo as men's clubs; thoso aro places for so* 
cl&l enjoyment and for tho cbnvonlonco of 
members In taking moals, entertaining friends 
and no on. Tho/ do not tako up work in studyi 
'"philanthropy, reform and so on, like tho worn* 
en's clubi* In America."

Census Returns Show Lure qf City 




WASHINGTON. — The census bureau 
htiB mode public figures concern- 
ilng enough localities to Indicate cer- 
tain interesting trends in the growth 
lot American population. What stands 
!out first 1b, of course, the general in- 
crease in population all over the cbun- 
;try. While thiB growth is perhaps 
•more striking li\ the middle west, or 
•even in the far west, the east is little 
{behind those, sections. Increases in 
icify population rarely fall below 20 
iper cent, for tho last ten years. Often 
ithe increase is considerably In excess 
•6f : C0 per cent. 

This growtli has been expected, but 
(there will probably bo some surprise 
i to . find how far tho growth of the 
cltios exceeds that of tho rural dis- 
tricts. Hore, save in a few localities, 
^thero Is an Increase, but generally it 
tis below ten per cent. 

Some spot In Illinois may mark the 
icenter of population for another ten 
iycars. It is worth while to emphasize 



tho word "may," bocausethore is not 
available- at this time much deflnlto' 
Information on which to make specula- 
tion as to where the center of popula- 
tion will bo. 

The remarkable increase in the pop- 
ulation of Oklahoma must be^taken 
into consideration in a speculation as 
to where the center of population- 1b 
likely to "light." A fact worth bearing 
in mind is that tho increases In popu- 
lation in the east particularly have 
been in the larger cities. 

Tho center of population has moved 
almost duo westward since 1790, when 
.it was at a point 23 miles east of Balti- 
more. From 1700 to 1800 it moved 
almost due west to a point 18 miles 
west of Baltimore. In tho next ten 
years, from' 1800 to 1810, ' it . moved 
westward and slightly southward to a 
point about 'forty miles northwest by 
west of -Washington^ 

During the ten years betwoon 1890 
and 1900 the "center" moved west- 
ward- a little over 14 mllos and 'south- 
ward a littlo loss than three miles, and 
halted at a point six miles southeast 
of Columbus, Ind. This movement be- 
tween 1890 and IDOO.was the' smallest 
in 100 years. 

Tho "centor" will have to travel 
something like 70 miles to get beyond 
the borders of Indiana this year.

lUncle Sam Watching Aeroplane Men 




THE experts in both the army and 
tho navy are watching with keen 
interest the development of the 
heavlcr-than-alr craft. "While the of- 
ficials are not willing to say much pub- 
licly about the possibilities of the use 
of airships, In time of war, they are 
saying privately that tho probability 
is that when the next great war comes 
the airship will play a moro effective 
part than battleships, land batteries, 
or great masses of troops. 

The prediction is freely made by 
army. and navy officials In private that 
not a dollar will ever be spent In forti- 
fying for the protection of the Panama 
canal. They have arrived at this con- 
clusion because they think they fore- 
see that within a few years the airship 
will bo' brought to a stage of perfec- 
tion that will enable it quickly to de- 
stroy any fortifications that might be 
erected along the route of the canal. 

Congress at tho recent session de- 
clined to appropriate money for the 



fortification of the canal. No public 
renson for thin failure to make an ni> 
prbprlation was ever announced, but 
it is now ' pretty woll understood that 
the experts. In both the war an4 navy 
departments suggested that it would 
be well to defer action until the gov- 
ernment understands better what to 
oxpect of the airship. 1 

Officials In tho army and navy de- 
partments are greatly impressed with 
tho performances of Glenn Curtlss 
with his aeroplane at Atlantic City re- 
cently. Those performances wore not 
under the auspices of either tho war\ 
department or tho navy department, 
but agents of each of tho fighting arms 
were present, and were v deeply im- 
pressed with what CurtlBs'.wns able to 
do. They have reported to their re- 
spective departments that from \ a 
height that would have protected him 
reasonably . well from, a fire directed, 
at 'him from either lnn«l or water, he 
dropped small articles oil boats and on 
objects on land with remarkable pre- 
cision. 

Some of tho experts from tho de^ 
partments who "saw the Curtlss per- 
formances came back firmly convinced 
that if war should come on tomorrow 
the aeroplane would be able. to do de- 
structive "work.

Four years after his 
death, the highest court of France de- 
cided that Dreyfus was not guilty and 
Zolas "J'accuso I "letter, when read In 
the . courtroom by Dreyfus's lawyer, 
was applauded and cheered. So Zola, 
dead, has received honors which Zola, 
living, was refused. 

The Pantheon is the terrestrial Val- 
halla of tho l?rench. It is a great 
cross-shaped basilica, with a dome 
nearly 300 feet high. It stands on a 
hill oh tiie Latin quarter side of the 
Seine on the site of a Christian church 
built 1,200 years ago. As most liv- 
ing Frenchmen crave the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor or admission to tho 
French academy,, so most Frenchmen 
long for that greatness which de- 
mands aburial in the Pantheon. And 
Zola has it.

WIRELESS MESSAGES ANCIENT 

Natives of Africa Communicate Over 

a Distance of Seven Miles by a 

Code of Drum Signals. 

Johannesburg, La.— Many "strange 
tribes dwell In tho interior of Africa 
nnd queer Indeed are some of their 
ways. One tribe,. the' Batotela, has 
long used a method of sending com- 
munications between its several vil- 
lages that Is unique and woll worth 
consideration. A wooden drum is 
used and the "wireless" message can 
be picked up, or heard, seven miles 
away. lb, is amazing. Tho drum used 
by U10 Batotela for sending messages 
in this manner is first cut out from 
one large solid piece of hard wood. 
Its shape, as may bo seen In tho illus- 
tration, is. quite peculiar and must 
require considerable skill In tho fash- 
ioning, when one considers tho laclc 
of proper tools among these tribes. 
Still more difllcult is tho finishing of 
the drum's interior, for it has to bo 
hollowed out and all tho work is dono 
through the long narrow opening 
which shows at tho top.

For registering the results of ath- 
letic contests, the human eyo and 
voice- sometime seem painfully Inade- 
quate. Close contests of this kind aro 
now judged In some parts of the 
world by Judging machines. 

One such device, the invention of an 
Austrian, is designed to be placed at 
the finish line In a running race, and 
consists of a light metal frame par- 
titioned into two or more divisions, 
each about four feet wide. On top of 
the frame stands a small cabinet con- 
taining numbered divisions corre- 
sponding to the numbers of tho 
tracks. 

•The instant the first man passes 
through his division a shutter falls, 
disclosing his track number. Tho 
other numbers nro immediately 
locked, excopt when tho machine is 
set for final heats. In this case a 
small cylinder Is attached to the ma- 
chine, and a hammerhead strikes a 
mark on tho revolving cylinder as the 
men finish. Thus tho exact positions 
of all .competitors can be told to a 
nicety. 

Tho same Inventor has originated 
an automatic judging machine for bi- 
.cycle races. It consists of .fine light 
metal strips placed In a small trench 
nbout two Inches wide, which is sunk 
across tho track at the finish. 

During the last lap these Btrlps, 
which are coated with enamel, aro 
.placed in position by means of a 
lever, and tho first wheel to cross re- 
ceives flvo marks. In crossing, how- 
ever, it displaces one of the strips, 
and the next wheel, therefore, re- 
ceives only four marks, and so on.— 
The .Sunday Magazine.
